-After the routine morning business, the 
interstate commerce bill was taken up and its 
coneideration resumed. 

Mr. Morgan formally offered his amendment 
to punish, by fine and imprisonment, men who 
conspire to etop or interfere with the running 
of trains engaged in interstate commerce. 

Mr. Morgan said this was a necessary pro- 
vision. While congress had in hand regula- 
tion of commerce between the states, it should 
see that travel between the states should be 
kept free. It was the right of the whole people 
to insist upon a free in ge of commerce, 
Whatever tended to interfere with commerce, 
whether a railroad company, mob or conspiracy 
of individuals was something that congress 
should regulate, and congress could not escape 
this duty if it undertook to do anything at all 
in connection with interstate commerce. In 
moving the amendment, Mr. Morgan knew he 
was running against the powerful sentiment of 
a large class of people who had asserted the 
right to interrupt, at pleasure, the movements 
of commerce between the states. But every 
man concerned—certainly every American- 
born citizen—when he should consider the 
matter, would say that it was the duty of con- 
gress to exercise its power against anything 
that would interfere with the commerce of the 
country. The mature judgment of even the 
men who had been provoked into excesses by 
the extortions of railroad companies would 
sustain congress in this legislation. But 
whether it did or not, the duty of congress was 
the same, 

Mr. Vest did not think the constitution gave 
copgress any rightover the question with 
which the amendment dealt. Besides the ex- 
perience of the past few weeks showed that the 
states were entirely competent to deal with 
these matters, So faras Missouri was con- 
cerned, whenever any appeal had been made 
tothe powerof the state it had been re- 
sponded to.

jority. Heis a church member, a prominent 
and influential merchant, a good citizen, and 
did as much as any man in Rockdale to carry 
prohibition in that county when it was voted 
npon by the people some years ago. He further 
says he would have given one hundred dollars 
to have carried prohibition in Newton county, 
at our late election, if it could not have been 
carried without it. This is the business view 
he takes of the matter, and says he expects 
now to get back thetrade he had Jost, and 
which Covington has been getting for some 
years past. 

A lively fight occurred in Baldwin county T 
on Saturday, between two families, Hogan 
and Freeman, in which one of the Freemans 
was quite dangerously cut and the other shot. 
Two of the Hogan family were also badly 
beaten, one with a mattox and the other with 
a pistol. The fight began on the public road, 
where two of the Hogan boys attacked Morgan 
Freeman. which resulted in Freeman receivy- 
ing a dangerous wound in the side, inflicted 
with aknife. On learning this the Freeman 
family gathered a crowd and attacked the 
Hogans at their home, when a general fight 
ensued, in which pistols, grubbinghoes 
and wagon standards were freely used. In this 
fight another one of the Freeman boys re- 
ceived a pistol shot in the leg, and two of the 
Hogans were badly beaten with pistols and 
hoes. Morgan Freeman lies in a dangerous 
condition from the stab in the side, and three 
of the party arein jail with six others under 
bond, charged with assault with intent to mur- 
der.

CAMILLA, Ga., May 11.—[Special.]—Prohi- 
bition was successful in this county today by a 
majority of thirty. The negroes voted almost 
solidly for the sale. A few of them were firm 
against the sale. The vote was small but the 
contest warmly waged. The prohibitionists 
are jubilant. 


Breaking up the Pool Business. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 11.—[Special.J—The 
council proposes to levy a license of $5.000 on 
parties selling pools or combinations on base- 
ball games. The ordinance will .be passed 
next meeting. The penalty for not paying 
such license will be not less than $2% or more 
than $100, and not less than ten days‘imprison- 
ment or more than twenty. This will break 
up the business.

Aside from being ex- 
cellent pieces of journalistic work, they were 
especially gratifying to the people of the 
south in that they were free from the preju- 
dice and misrepresentation which has char- 
acterized the general report of such occasions 
and incidents in the south, which could be 
tuned into political capital. Colonel Burr 
has done much work from the south, and has 
always proven himself a faithful correspond- 
ent. Heranks foremost among American 
correspondents, and is a valuable addition to 
the staff of the World. 


General Gordon Wants Primaries. 

The charge that General Gordon is the 
candidate of a ring or clique, ig utterly dis- 
proven by the fact that General Gordon and 
his friends ask for open primaries of the peo- 
ple. 

Conspirators and wire-pullers do not seek 
the ballot-box. ‘They avoid the ballot-box. 
Their hopes are based on little courthouse 
meetings and back room caucuses. 

General Gordon asks for primary elections. 
Major Bacon’s friends denounce primary 
elections as farces. Major Bacon declines to 
join General Gordon in requesting the state 
committee to recommend primaries in every 
county. Major Bacon says the time has 
come when campaigns should be run in the 
interests of the people, rather than of certain 
men. That is precisely why we want pri- 
mary elections. The primary cannot be 
controlled,- or juggled, or throttled. It is 
the people themselves speaking through the 
ballot-box. Little courthouse meetings may 
misrepresent the people, and take snap judg- 
ment. They often do. The primary cannot, 
and never does. 

The impression prevails that Major Bacon 
is stronger with a few politicians in each 
county than he is with the people. His op- 
ponents claim that if his little coterie of per- 
sonal friends in each county are not permit- 
ted to fix ‘‘ little courthouse meetings,’’ he 
will be beaten. It is also charged that Gen 
eral Gordon is the candidate of local rings, 
and that his election depends on wire pull- 
ing. But General Gordon and his friends 
ask for primary elections in every county. 
Major Bacon’s friends denounce primaries, 
and praise little courthouse meetings. Where 
does the ‘“‘ring and wire pulling’’ appear 
to be? 

THE CONSTITUTION has always favored 
primary elections. They afford the fairest 
and clearest method of finding the popular 
will—the most certain and decisive way of 
expressing it. The small courthouse meet- 
ing, manipulated by a few skillful hands, 
are the curse of the party. In many cases 
they have overthrown the party. In all cases 
they produce dissatisfaction. The primary 
election clears the atmosphere, satisfies all fac- 
tions, and makes the party decision authori- 
tative. General Gordon and his friends de- 
clare for primary elections. Major Bacon’s 
friends oppose them. Let the people decide 
which side relies on a ring and which side 
relies on the people. _ 


The Public Lands. 

A land famine can be averted during many 
years to eome if congress can be induced to 
stand firmly up to the good work of the pub- 
lic lands committee of the house. Thomas 
R. Cobb, of Indiana, is the chairman of this 
committee, and his associates are men whom 
the syndicate cannot corrupt. The value of 
their work in the committee room cannot be 
over-estimated. They are trying to recover 
for the people many millions of acres, and to 
pass laws that will prevent frauds hereafter, 

In the first place, they ask congress ‘to re- 
peal the pre-emption, timber-culture and 

.. ‘desert-land acts. Under the shelter of these 
oe . _ most of the land-grabbing of the mo- 
me }and syndicates is done. All of them 
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fifty millions more will be recovered.

On 
not ene of them has evena mile of track 
ever been laid. On only oneof them— 
the Gulf and Ship Island—has a spade ever 
been struck into the ground, and that was 
for mere speculati ve purposes, two or three 
years ago, in an endeavor to keep & grant 
alive which had long ago justly lapsed. Yet 
these eight millions of fertile acres in the 
heart of the southern states have been held 
since 1856, for thirty years, through war 
and peace, sacred against the occupation of 
farmers and for the benefit of extinct or 
speculative corporations, Surelyit is high 
time to restore these millions of acres to the 
public domain and to the use and occupation 
of the people. The names of the corporations 
for whose benefit these lands have been so 


long held are: 

The Gulf and Ship Island railroad. 

The Tuscaloosa and Mobile railroad. 

The Mobile and New Orleans railroad.

The citizens of Atlanta have just cause to 
be proud of the Young Men’s. Library asso- 
clation. From the first the institution has 
had many difficulties to contend with, and it 
has taken years of careful nursing to place 
it where it now stands. 

At the annual meeting of the association, 
last night, some very important suggestions 
were made in the report presented by Mr. 
Alex. C. King, the acting chairman of the 
committee on library and rooms. As these 
suggestiogs have a direct bearing upon the 
future of the institution, we desire to bring 
them prominently before the public. The 
report referred to suggests the creation of a 
regular book fund for the purpose of supply- 
ing fresh current literature. It is evident 
that something of the kind is needed. The 
supply of books should not depend upon spo- 
radic and uncertain appropriations. Books 
are the very life-blood of a library, and the 
current has to be a continuous one. In this 
connection it is worth while to consider the 
hint thrown out to philanthropists. Wealthy 
men in other cities have done incalculable 
good by founding libraries. Perhaps some 
of our Atlanta rich men will establish a book 
fond for our library, or at least contribute 
to it. 

The report makes another suggestion. It 
is that the library shall, if possible, agree 
with the city, in consideration of a certain 
annual sum to be devoted exelusively to the 
purchase of books, to throw open its doors, 
under proper restrictions, to the children of 
our public schools, thus becoming a part of 
our educational system, and virtually a free 
library. 

The friends of the Y. M. L. A. will do 
well to consider these suggestions. With 4 
little judicious assistance, the permanency 
of the library will not only be assured, but 
its influence and usefulness will be largely 
increased. 


A Bad Example. 

While the proposed eight-hour system of 
laboris under discussion, we should look 
about for examples. 

The point is made that the working men 
of Russia@pjoy intervals of leisure exceed- 
ing any benefits in that line resulting from 
an eight-hour limit. 

In Russia, under the sway of the Greek 
church, there are eighty saints’ days ip 
each year. These are held as holi- 
days, and added tothe fifty-two Sundays, 
make a total of 132. days in the year during 
which the laborer does no work. 

How does this pan out? The Russian 
working men being idle so much of their 
time, contract bad habits and give them- 
selves upto drink. The géneral effect is 
bad. Neighboring countries, where the 
people enjoy few or no holidays, outstrip 
Russia, and undersell her, compelling ler 
factories to close, disorganizing her indaus- 
tries, and pushing her along the road to 
bankruptcy. An attempt has been made 
to remedy the evil by increasing the du- 
ties on everything, but without avail. 

Under the eight-hour system, this country 
would be practically in Russia’s condition; 
that is, it would have too much idle time 
not devoted to production. Other countries 
putting in ten and twelve hours’ work a day 
would knock at our doors with such an 
abundance of cheap products that we would 
be compelled to seek refuge behind an 
absurdly high protective tariff. This 
view of the matter is worth thinking over. 


Experiments in Prohibition. 

The Rhode Island legislature is engaged 
in devising methods of enforcing the newly 
adopted constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment, and there is a diversity of opinion 
over the kind of laws that are offered for 


‘fer the} that purpose. Some think the. enforcement 
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| harsh laws inl heavy ~~ daalilen while 
others favor a moderate system. One bill 
looks to a special state constabulary, whose - 
duties should not extend beyond the en- 
forcement of prohibition. Others think

The truth is, all are at sea, with no mariner 
to lead them up to safety and an ~enforce- 
ment of the new law.

the more effective in preventing the'sale of 
intoxicating liquors. This state ig” very 
largely interested in the experiments. 


Mr. Powderly’s Circular. 

The circular of Mr. Powderly to the 
Knights of Labor, printed in yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION, is @ conservative and well- 
considered document. It shows, in ‘the first 
place, that the general master workman re- 
alizes the vast injury that has been done to 
the order by the efforts of injudicious men, 
and he exhorts members to seek to repiir 
this injury in the only way that it can be 
repaired, namely: by convincing the public 
that the organization is a conservative and 
law-abiding, and not alaw!essor a. revolu- 
tionary institution. Mr. Powderly per- 
ceives very clearly that this order cannot 
only have no power, but that it cannot hold 
ita own forces together if it continue to make 
such serious mistakes ashave marked its re- 
cent career in the west. He pleads elo- 
quently in behalf of a programme which, 
by commending the order to the sympathy 
and consideration of the law-abiding and 
peace-loving public, builds up itself and 


the country. 

He also calls attention to the injustice of 
the boycott as a means of carrying out the 
plans of the knights. He might have elab- 
orated this point, but what he does say is 
suggestive enough to all intelligent men. 
His remarks in regard to the ambition of the 
individual workingman are on the line laid 
down by THE CONSTITUTION. The work- 
ing man of to-day, if he is ordinarily intelli- 
gent and economical, is preparing himself to 
be the employer of tomorrow and the capi- 
‘talist of the future. He cannot, therefore, 
afford to handicap his career by indorsing 
the violent and unlawful methods that 
have been cropping out in the west.

THE SITUATION AT KEY WEST. 


How the Town Is Left After Its Destructive 
Fire. 

The following is a portion of an interesting 
letter written by one of the traycling agents of the 
mercantile agency of R.G. Dunn & Co., in refer- 
ence to the Key West fire :

Subsequent to the fire the city 
fathers voted in council, after a heated discussion 
of the subject, to establish a fire limit, but the or- 
dinance relating thereto contained loopholes of 
such convenient dimensions that frame buildings, 
for business perpeses, of allsizes and grades are be- 
ginning rapidly to dot the devastated district. It 
is true these are claimed to be but temporary struc- 
tures, but grave fearsare expressed that the fire 
limit law will be rescinded or become a nullit 
from the exigencies ofthe situation,in whic 
place a second wooden town will shortly take the 
eee of the old one destroyed.

This furnished an ample dinner for ten persons 
and mirabile dictu, the fifteen girls of the school 
who prepared the dinner dined on 
what was left. These girls with their two 
cooking teachers were in attendance, with their 
taking uniform of white caps and aprons. They 
not only prepared the meal, but they served it. 
The dining table was spread in one corner of the 
large room. The principal of the Winthrop school 
fat at one end of the table and the good fairy, as 
rich asshe is good, who has herself paid al! the 
cost of this experiment in systematic training in 
cooking in connection with the public schools, sat 
atthe otherend. The superintendent of schools 
and I sat on either hand and other guests made 
up the circle. The flowers and fruit used for deco- 
ration and further refreshment were a gratuity 
and not included in the cost of the dinner. 

Afier a delightful talk on the progress of our 
old-time hobby of practical education, our dinner 
party dissolved into companies of twoand three 
to investigate the apparatus of the school, 
In front of the stove was a long table 
shaped like a horse shoe, and furnished with fif- 
teen full sets of cooking utensils and a gas stove 
or jet at each division of the table. Each class 
consists of fifteen girls. Two classes are taught 
each day. The pupils are taken from five grammar 
schools. They are allowed to give one forenoon or 
afterncon a week tothese lessons, atthe request 
of their parents. Two such annexes, accommo- 
dating nine of the girls’ schools, are in successful 
operation in Boston. They are fayored by the 
school board and heartily approved by the mas- 
tersand superintendent of schools; but as yet, 
they are not supported at the public expense. 
Thatiscoming. Like all the improvements of this 
kind in old conservative places, the experiment 
must first be tried by private citizens and its value 
demonstrated before it can win public recognition 
and support. It is fifteen years since some of us 
approached the Boston school board with a peti- 
tion for the establishment of i industrial 
schools. “Go and start such a  aschool 
yourself,’ said the chairman, and then get 
us to adopt it. Andso wedid. And the hearty re- 
cognition in theschool system of Boston today, of 
the claims of industry upon the common school 
education, is due to a long series of experiments 
and demonstrations conducted at private expense 
and accompanied by unwearied persistence and 
gradual progress fcr the last fifteen years. Asa re- 
sult, the girls of the large grammar schools of Bos- 
ton graduate with a really scientific knowledge of 
the arts of cutting, mending and sewing. Both 
boys and girls are early taught geometrical and 
mechanical drawing. And presently the girls will 
have the art of cooking at their fingers’s ends, and 
the boys will all know how to handle edge tools 
without danger of suicide, and with a real resource 
for self-support. For the ‘‘ whittling school’’ which 
began in our chapel at Hollis street, fifteen years 
ago, has culminated in a course of hand 
training for the boys in the grammar schools. 


Visit, when you come to Boston, the rooms in the 
Latin schoo] palace—for the building is palatial 
in plan and finish—where boys are taught at the 
public expense to use the wood-working tools with 
skill. The defense of this practical training, 
which is found by experiment to be perfectly com- 
patible with the best results in scholarship and 
even promotion of them, lies in the fact that hand- 
training is as essentialas head-training to make the 
householder the housekeeper and the self support- 
ing citizen. Whatis demonstrably for the good of 


all is fairly admissable into the schools supported 


by the funds of all. 


I have not halftold the story of the cooking 
school or the wood-working class, and cannot in 
one letter. But when Iadd that besidesthe sys- 
tematic training in cooking, the pupils get a visible 
knowledge ofthe materials they cook;that they learn 
what proportion of albumen, water, ash, fat, are 
found in bread, beet, eggs, milk, and ali the com- 
mon edibles, and also what the constituents of the 
human body are, and in what proportion they are 
compounded, you will see how truly educated 
and scientific this teaching is. In a cupboard at 
the end of the room,in neatly labelled bottles, may 
be seen, first, not exactly yourself, as others see 
you, but your precise equivalents in albumen, 
water, etc. Then you may see just how much of 
each goes into the prepartion of one or another 
meal you may prepare. Fancy the comfort it must 
give a Boston man to see that baked beans and 
brown bread, his chosen Sunday morning break- 
fast, contain in best proportion the very thing: the 
human body most needs. But it isn’t everybody 
that bas his digestion. Some allowance must be 
made for that. 


It is cheering to find on revisiting] the 
city where one has labored amidst 
many discouragements for practical education 
that his old hobby has become the popular idol. 
There is even danger-mow, that we shall run too 
fanatically into industrial education. For like 
all reforms, when people first take them, they in- 
cline to rashness, Industrial education as a sys- 
tem of band and mind training is a plant of slow 
growth. It is still in its cotyledons. We must be 
content to go slowly and prospect a little before 
we occupy theland. Its best advocates do not 
press its clairsonthe merely practical and eco- 
nomica] ground. Although this is likely to be 
its most popular plea, educators can only accep 
it when shown to be truly educational. And as 
such, it is making sure way with them. I was 
pleased to see that your New York correspondent 
gave such a good notice of the recent exhibition 
of children work, given in New York un ler the 
auspices of the society for industrial ed .scation. 
At the annual meeting of this society, Mr. McAl- 
ister, ibe superintendent of the 
public schools of Philadelphia, made 
@-- yery able address in justification 
ofthe co-education of head and hand. We at- 
tended the meeting, Superintendent Lewis, of 
Boston, and I, not only to tell the story of the pro- 
gress of industrial education here, but to compare 
netes with New Yorkand Philadelphia and se2

° CHARTERED RIGHTS, 


Another Feature in the Prohibition Question 
—A New Point to Consider, 


Yesterday a rumor was current on the streets 
that the city council had convened in secret 
session to consider a new plan to evade the 
carrying out of prohibition after July next. 

The rumor could not be verified, but never- 
theless it attracted much attention and caused 
considerable comment. 

Those who reported the rumor stated that 
the members of the general council had been 
called together quietly, and that when a quo- 
rum had answered the rol! call the doors were © 
closed and bolted, the window blinds fas- 
tened and the key hole filled with 
paper. Then a member of the body arose 
and said that the meeting had been called for 
the purpose of legislating upon the beeps ms 
question. The gentleman held in his hands a 
copy of the city charter, from which he read 
that the city charter gives the city absolute 
control of the whisky traffic within its lim- 
its. He then stated that the county had noth- 
ing to do with the city limits and asked: 

“Can these chartered rights be taken away 
except by a bill directed especially at the 
clause in the city charter? Can a general 
law repeal a section of the city charter?’ 

Just what action the general council took 
upon the matter the rumor does not state. 

Karly in the day a CONSTITUTION reporter 
attempted to ascertain the truth of the ramor, 
snd in his investigation he found that no such 
meeting had occurred, but he also found that 
the very question rumor placed before the 
meeting was being warmly discussed on the 
streets. The leading prohibitionists 
and the leading anti-prohibitionists had 
heard the rumor in a!) its details and were 
discussing the point as a new one in the con- 
sideration of the question. The city charter 
does give to thecity the absolute control of 
the liquor traffic and prevents the county from 
interfering therewith, and those who discussed 
this clause asked themselves whether or 
pot the prohibition enactment was a suffi- 
cient repeal of the charter clause. The gen- 
tlemen discussing the question ys ati- 
swered it in accordance with their belings 
Several prominent gentlemen were Emon 
ed upon the question, but in each instance 
the answer was just what might 
bave been expected from his position upon the 
question. 

The question is decidedly a new one in the 
prohibition situation, and will be watched 
carefully. Only five or six weeks remain 
before probibition will go into effect, and 
during that time it wiil be considered.

OFFICER’S REPORTS, 

The reports of the president and treasurer, 
and chairmen of the differeut committees, 
were read and adopted. 

In reference to the present condition of the 
library Paesident Walker says in Lis report: 

And now what of your present condition. You 
have a property worth from forty to forty-five 
thousand dollars, a splendid collection of twelve 
thousand yolumes, a magnificent start, with all 
the minutia of successful management, a oa, 9 
tent and cxpert libarian and assistants. What is 
needed is a revival of interest in the growth of the 
association, manifesting itself in the active, prac- 
tical exertions, addition of books, by donation and 
purchases, and increase of membership. Theable, 
acting chairman of the library commiite 
makes some wise suggestions, to 
which I earnestly invite your at- 
tention. Thebonded debt, at your last annual 
meeting was.thirteen thousand dollars. We have 
reduceGditio twelve thousand paying two five 
hundred dollar bonds and all accrued* interest, on 
the entire debt. But for paving and repairs, we 
could have still further decreased the debt. The 
docrease in membership is more apparent than 
real—some four hundred members in arrears 
were carried overfrom la‘tt year—failing to pay 
their dues, the board, revised the 
list, and you now have the 
real figures. In connection with 
Dr. Chany, the chairman of the library committee, 
I nad canvassed, andsecured the promise of as- 
sistance in making some needed improvemcnts 
and additions. "Sudden and alarming illness in his 
family carried him from the city, and prevented 
the completion of a plan,which would haye added 
much and have given the retir- 
ny board cause for congratulation. 
When disbursements have been contined to the 
income proper, for the past few years, a deficiency 
has existed. Ithas been our endeavor to decrease 
rather than permit an increase in the floating 
debt: hence we have been unable to increase the 
number of books by purchases, deeming it prudent 


and wiser to await better times and a more gener- ° 


ous support. To those who remain and are to 
come, we earnestly wish great success, 
MR. KING’S REPORT. 

Mr. Alex. C. King submitted the fol- 
lowing very interesting report of the com- 
mittee on library. It was received with much 
interest and was heartily commended. 

ATLANTA, Ga., 11th May, 188.—To the members 
Y.M. L. A.: In the absence of Rev, G. L. Chaney, 
chairman of the committee on library and rooms, 
the duty has devolved on the undersigned of pre- 
senting for that committee its annual report for 
the year 1885-6. 

In this report your committee feels it to be its 
duty to make a plain statement of the actual con- 
dition of affairs without attempt to gloss over the 
unpleasant fact of retrogression therein apparent: 
and to point out to the public the needs which 
must be relieved at an early day.

Disregarding in each table the item for books, 
which is really a permanerit investment and not 
an expense, the gross expenses of the library for 
the last year were $2,200.55, as nst $2,758.93 for 
the year preceding. It is alse but fair to state that 
about $150 of the outlay of the last year was used 
to defray bills coming over unpaid from former 
adrinistrations. The income of the past year, as 
compared with 1584-5, was as follows.

_ The number of volumes belonging to the library 
is DOW 11,567 instead of 11,391, as it was the case at 
the time of the last annual meeting, an addition 
of 166 volumes during the past year. 

The circulation for 1885-6 has been 15,117 
umes; in 1854-5 it was 20,098; in 1883-4, 19,257. This 
is a very marked decrease, but it is explained by 
two facts: First, a want of new books, occasioned 
from wantof money. Second, theeutting down of 
the i ee to its true basis, and the lopping 
off from the privileges.and use of the library of a 
lot of dead heads who promised to pay, but sadly 
failed in the As itis, the ratio of 
books read is better for this last year than for those 
ee being an av of nearly 22.5 books

In the admirable report laid 
before this association by President Finch at the 
last annual meeting, that officer presented to the 
association a recommendation that the list of 
members be reviséd and purged of all non- 
paying members.

regular book fund, with which to_ supply fresh 
current literature. While the sporadic appropria- 
tions of various boards might exceed in 
the amount desired froma regular fund—yet a 
rsupply of money, furnished at frequent 
s, enabling the committee to calca- 
late with certainty on its resources, to shape its 
policy in the light ofa fixed income and to keep 
at least a small pumber of mew books always on 
band is much to be preferred and would be most 
advantageous. A regular appropriaiion by the 
board of at least $25 per month or better stiff the 
creation ofa fund yielding at least this income 
would be of great utility. The peenens income of 
the association seems tu'forbid this. May it net be 
hoped that some public spirited philanthropist 
will find in this channel an opportunity of 
benefiting his tellow citizens and enshrining his 
name in the ever living memorial of a great bene- 
faction. In thisday when public charities abound, 


when vast sums are raised to erect costly erty 7 ; 


devoted tothe improvement of our youth can 
not be hoped that this library with its great possi- 
bilities may share in this prod bounty. It is 
an institution capable of reaching wider Classes 
than apy other institution can reach. Many who 
conscious of want of religious merit or pietistic de- 
sire would shun Young Men’s Christian ion 
rooms for fear of seeming hypocrisy, would gladly 
seek the reading room of a secular library associa- 
tion, while no.one, however religious his inclina- 
tion, would be deterred from its use. With a li- 
brary fund, with the bonded debt extin ed as 
may be hoped for in a few years, it would be posst- 
ble for the mongtin SB! at most but slightest assist- 
ance,perhaps with none, to open the doors to every 
man; woman and child {fn Atlanta, and bid them 
arink freely of its intellectual springs. This would 
fulfill the highest aim and purpose of its founders 
and their successors. 

The writer would further suggest a scheme of re- 
lief, which was presented at one time by him to 
certain members of the board, and received their 
approval, but which. it was deemed importune to 
then attempt. It is here suggested in the hope 
that in abler hands, at a more favorable season, it 
mey become useful. Inallof the larger citiesof the 
north, where the public school system is found in 
its most perfect state, the public library is found 


| existing as an integral part of the system of public 


education. That library privileges are much 
needed by our public schools is attested by the 
efforts made to establish libraries in each and by 
the evidence of our best teachers. That the estab- 
lishment of a public library would overtax our 
educational fund is evident. But why isit impossi- 
ble for this library, with its foundation laid and 
rupning expenses already provided for, to 2 
with the city that, in consideration of a certain 
annual sum, to be deyoted exclusively to the pur- 
chase of books, that it will under proper restric- 
tions throw open its portals as a part of our system 
of public schools to the education of the children 
of this city. This would at once furnish the much- 
needed book fund and fill the want of a public 
free Jibrary. 

In concluding’this report thecommittee desires 
to express publicly its thanks to the librarian, as- 
sistant librarian and assistant secretary for their 
faithful and efficient discharge of the duties of 
their respective positions. 
the board we are indebted for ‘cordial and appre- 
cjative support in every suggestion looking to the 
welfare of the sssociation. In President Walker, 
who ends a term of five years 
faithful service to the aries this 
committee has found not only the skillful guid- 
ance of a superior officer, but the active co-opera- 
tion of one of fts own members. We can but tes- 
tify to his valuable services, and regret the loss 
which the association. sustains in his retirement 
from the board, 

In this connection, the writer iS reminded that 
the cnsuing annual election closes his term of ser- 
vice on their committee and on your board, Con- 
sceus of much in purpose and endeavor, which 
lies failed of fruition, he leaves his colleagues 
with the hope that the ecunng years may bring to 
them the accomplishment of all that has been 
heretofore but unactuated desire, and that the as- 
sociation may attain that growth and strength and 
influence which has been theaim and purpose of 
their common labors.
